REMARKS 

The Official Action of December 30, 2004 has been carefully considered and 
reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested. 

Claims 1 and 2 have been amended to correct the structure of the compound of formula 
n so that it now corresponds to the structure of this compound described in original claims 1 and 
2 filed May 30, 2000. It is respectfully submitted that this amendment removes the basis for the 
rejection under 35 USC 112, second paragraph appearing at paragraph 9 of the Official Action. 

Claims 47 to 52 have been amended to remove the basis for the rejection of these claims 
under 35 USC 112, first paragraph appearing at paragraphs 5-7 of the Official Action. 
Specifically, these claims have been rewritten in Jepson format, in accordance with the preference 
expressed in 37 CFR 1 .57(e), to place the conventional or known steps in the preamble of the 
claim and to recite the improvement in the body of the claim. This claim format makes clear that 
Applicant is claiming the compound of formula n only in combination with compounds which are, 
by regulatory definition of this claim format, known or conventional in the art. Since the compounds 
in the preamble are, by definition, known or conventional in the art, it is respectfully submitted that 
a further written description of these compounds is not required. 

Since it is clear from the specification as filed that Applicant had possession of a method 
for administering the claimed compound of formula n to a patient, either alone or in combination 
with other compounds that were conventional or known to those of skill in the art, it is respectfully 
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submitted that the invention recited in claims 47 to 52 are properly supported by the description 
as filed. Accordingly, it is respectfully submitted that the rejection under 35 USC 1 12, first 
paragraph, has been overcome and should be withdrawn. 

Certain claims of the application have been rejected under the judicially created doctrine 
of obviousness-type double patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over claims ofUS Patent No. 
6,3 84,039 (see paragraphs 1 1 - 1 3 of the Official Action). Applicant submits herewith a terminal 
disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR L321(c) to overcome these rejections. 

Certain claims of the application have been provisionally rejected under the judicially 
created doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting as allegedly being unpatentable over claims 
of copending Application Nos. 10/161,816 and 10/676,201 respectively (see paragraph 14 of the 
Official Action). Applicant respectfully notes that each of these applications has been abandoned 
(see copies of printouts from PAIR system, submitted herewith). Accordingly, it is respectfully 
submitted that this rejection is now moot. 
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In view of the above, it is respectfully submitted that all rejections and objections of record 
have been overcome and that the application is now in allowable form. An early notice of 
allowance is earnestly solicited and is believed to be fully warranted. 
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
